Frank B. Taylor, of Bridgeport, 


Conn., the inventor of the "noeopbone.1' 
for transmitting messages or holding 
conversations with engineers while un- 
der fall speed of their locomotives, has 
jnet patented a devise which* he calls a 
"tootometer." Iu raality it is a species 
of phonograph/ Mr. Taylor was led »o 
believe that some mechanical devise 
could be employed to settle the oft-dia- 
putecl question in regard to whistling at 
grade crossings. There ore a large num- 
ber of grade crossings in this Rtite, 
upon which annually many livts ure 
lost. The relatives of those killed al- 
most invariably claim that the locomo- 
tive whistle was not Bounded in time to 
warn the victims. The railroad com- 
panies, to protect themselvet against 
damages, dispute the point no often 
taken. Mr. Taylor now comes to the 
front with a Ull-tale whistling register, 
which takes the sound from the whistle 
every liiun it is blown and records it.

If extra whistling m 
done to drive oows off the track or blown 
for other purposes than grnao crossings 
the sounds are all registered and an exact 
record taken of the whistle's blasts and 
the exact location of the engine on the 
rails at the limn of tbe blast is denoted 
from one end of the road to the other. 
At the completion of the trip the "toot- 
ometer" is handed by the engineer to 
the proper official, who removes the roll 
of sounds and prepares aud adjusts the 
"tootometer" for the return trip. The 
strips of tin-toil are carefully indexed 
and preserved for future reference, and 
the engineer credited or charged with 
omissions of whistles. 


In the event of a person being killed 


on a grade crossing tbe "tootometer" 
will truthfully indicate the whistle blasts 
and denote the distance at which they 
were blown before tho crossing was 
reached. The tinfoil strips can be pro- 
duced at an inquest or in a court of 
justice in evidence, and dissipate the 
necessity of an immense amount of 
swearing as to the fact of tbe whistle hav- 
ing sounded or not. By running tho 
strips through a phonograph the exact 
volume of sound and the key of the 
whistle can be reproduced. This can 
be reproduced at any future and con- 
venient time.
